The Syrian government had made a clear effort to 
hold in check its hostile public statements since early 
August, when it first decided to deploy forces along- 
side American units in Saudi Arabia, 

But events in Washington and Jerusalem over the 
past few weeks apparently prew to be more than 
Syrian officials felt they could ignore. 

First was the killing on Oct. 8 of at least 19 Palestin- 
ians by Israeli police on Temple Mount outside Al 
Aksa Mosque, one of Islam's holiest sites. This 
was followed by what many Arabs considered to be an 
inadequate condemnation of {srael from Washington. 

Shortly after that, Congress completed the U.S. 
budget. The news that Israel was getting oot only its 
usual $3 billion, more than any other country, but an 
additional $700 million in American weapons, did not 
play well in Damascus or elsewhere in the Arab world.
